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HOUSING 


By  the  completion  of  the  twenty  two  bungalows  on  the 
Manor  Field  mainly  for  occupation  hy  Aged  Persons,  the  Council- 
have  secured  by  arranging  transfers  of  tenancies,  the  vacation 
of  some  larger  type  houses  for  re-occpuation  by  those  in  the 
higher  family  groups. 

The  need  for  Old  People’s  Housing  is  still  evident  and 
further  consideration  will  be  given  to  this  difficult  problem 
when  suitable  sites  are  earmarked  for  re-housing  proposals 
under  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  and  for  General  needs. 

The  provision  of  Shop  facilities  on  the  Coronation 
Avenue  Estate  will  be  of  considerable  benefit  to  the  Tenants 
who  are  some  distance  from  the  main  shopping  area. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  reviewing 
houses  which  fall  short  of  minimum  standards  of  fitness  and  as 
a consequence  a number  of  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 
have  been  received* 
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
